“that ye might believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye might have life 
through his name.”

The basic conflict in the evan- 
gelical world of our country is 
between biblical literalism and 
evangelical intellectualism. It is 
not a new conflict, for it has been 
a constant source of tension for 
centuries and will continue to be. 
It has its real roots, not in certain 
types of persons, as some imagine, 
but in the never-ending conflict 
between the authority of divine 
revelation and the resistance of 
human wisdom; between those 
who accept the finality of revela- 
tion and those who wish to temper 
that finality by human wisdom, 
human expediency, and institution- 
al or personal ends. It is an old 
conflict. It will never end. 

There can be no real objection 
against humble scholarship that 
seeks to reverently interpret the 
Word of God. This type of schol- 
arship has’ greatly blessed the 
people of God of all generations, 
and its labors are still blessing 
and strengthening true believers. 

There is certainly a valid ob- 
jection to scholars who have 
wrought endless confusion while 
seeking to illuminate; scholars 
}who invent high-sounding theo- 
logical jargon more _ philosoph- 
ical than theological; scholars 
who have made the great doc- 
trines of the Word of God the 
peculiar field of the experts, in-

These notes are dictated Tues- 
day, March 10, after lunch in the 
Mansfield-Leland Hotel, Mans- 
field, Ohio. In a few moments I 
will be going to the church to 
speak in the afternoon session of 
this all-day rally such as Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., and I are holding in a 
number of places. But I stop to 
say a word to my beloved readers, 
and ask your prayers. 


These Travels! I Know How 
the Apostle Paul Must 
Have Felt! 


Sunday night, March 8, I closed 
an eight-day revival’ campaign 
with the. Hillcrest Baptist Church 
in Nederland, Texas. Before the 
invitation had closed, but after ten 
or twelve, I think, had come for- 
ward, conversions and reclama- 
tions, I rushed to the airport and 
caught a plane at 9:33 for New 


Orleans. I rode five airplanes that, 


night, changing planes at .New 
Orleans, at Memphis, at Detroit, 
and Cleveland, and dozed as I[ 
could from time to time between 
changes. At Cleveland I had time 
for breakfast and Bible reading 
and a call to my office to get, re- 
ports and push along the work, 
and then made the last hop to 
Akron, Ohio, arriving slightly af- 
ter noon. I spoke at 3:00 in the 
afternoon on “The Bible Doctrine 
of Separation.” And then last 
night Dr. Bob Jones spoke’ and 
then between 9:30 and 10:20 I 
spoke on “Outside the Gate With 
Jesus” to a crowded house in the 
Haven of Rest Rescue Mission, in 
Akron. Then to bed at midnight, 
up at 6:30 to leave at 7:00 and 
drive the seventy miles or so to 
Mansfield. Dr. Bob Jones spoke 
this morning. I speak this after- 
noon; we both speak _ tonight 
again. 

Then I. will catch a train at 
3:15 in the morning for Chicago, 
arriving there at 7:20 a.m, Thus, 
after an hour’s drive to Wheaton, 
I will get in nearly a full day of 
work, God willing, at home. 

I will speak tomorrow night in 
Calvary Baptist Church prayer 
meeting in Wheaton, -and_ then 
Thursday and Friday we will have 
all-day rallies at Swanton, @hio, 
and Chicago, then other rallies 
which are proving very blessed. 

The work is hard, but God has 
_been’ greatly blessing, and F praise 
His name for preachers and Chris- 
tian workers who regularly drive 
many miles to hear me and Dr. 
Bob and take part in these fine 
evangelistic rallies. 


Good Revival at Nederland, 
Texas 
Rev. Bob Wiley is pastor of. the 
Hillcrest Baptist Church,. Neder- 
land; between Beaumont and Port 


, 


Arthur, Texas, where March 1-8, 
it was my joy to preach in a re- 
vival campaign, The church is a 
Southern Baptist church. It is 
thoroughly fundamental and pre- 
millennial in doctrinal position. 
The crowds were good, In each 
evening service chairs. were 
needed in the aisles, I think, and 
at least one time some _ hearers 
had to be seated in another room 
where they could not see the 
speaker but could hear. The choir 
(thirty seats) was full every 
night. Weekday morning crowds 
at 9:30 ranged from 129 to 144, 
except Saturday when there were 
84 present. Thirty-two men came 
to prayer meeting at 7:00 Sunday 
morning. 


Souls were saved in every eve- 
ning service of that meeting and 
the Sunday morning services and 
there was a great moving of heart, 
making of holy vows, establishing 
of family altars, giving up world- 
ly amusements and ties. God 
helped me to preach very plainly 
and boldly. The shocking tide of 
worldliness, lust, and slack living 
everywhere is heartbreaking, but 
we saw the tide turned in many a 
life. 


Sunday night I preached on 
“Missing God’s Last Train for 
Heaven.” There was a deep stir- 
ring of the Spirit and before I 
rushed away to catch a_ plane, 
much evidence of God’s blessing, 
with perhaps 10 or 12 forward. A 
Catholic woman came to _ claim 
Christ as Saviour. A man who 
had just set out to get a divorce 
came with deep concern to con- 
fess his wrong and make things 
right. A strong young man who 
had been taken in the tide of 
worldliness came with bitter sobs 
and tears to renounce a life of sin 
and put Christ first. Thank God 
for His blessings. 

One week is too short for the 
kind of revival where ‘Christians 
are worked over, where God gives 
a moral revolution, and where the 
Gospel begins to spread to out- 
rageous. sinners. A grandfather 
was saved on Saturday night and 
deep conviction was settling on 
many hearts. 

Oh, the editorial. burdens are 
heavy, and I know God has laid 
on my heart a burden He wants 
me to carry, to help make a cli- 
mate for revival over America, to 
call people back to holy living, to 
hold up the: fundamentals of the 
faith and lead a holy war against 
unbelief and wickedness in the 
churches. But oh; what a comfort 
and joy to see a blessed breaking- 
out revival! How I wish I could 
spend all my time at that. “But as 
Paul says, God has laid on me “‘the 
care of all. the churches,’ and I 
must. help: to set the stage and 
prepare the hearts of God’s people 
everywhere for revival.

The biggest lies ever told on 
anything in my lifetime of more 
than fourscore years have been 
told on Prohibition,

perity I have ever known was 
under Prohibition. 1920 to 1930 
was called “The Roaring Twen- 
ties” because of prosperity.

Judge Yates Webb, of North 
Carolina, Federal Judge for thirty- 
four years, says that liquor is the 
greatest single cause of crime in 
America. He says that seventy- 
five per cent of all cases of crime 
coming before him were directly 
or indirectly connected with the 
use of liquor. 

Juvenile crime has skyrocketed 
since Prohibition. Reports say that 
crime today in America costs four- 
teen times more than all the 
money given to all the churches 
in the United States, There are 
over 300,000 church buildings in 
the United States now, 360,000 
grocery stores, and some 440,000 
saloons or places where liquor is 
sold. Drunkards have increased’ in 
the last fifteen years, among men 
about forty-five per cent, and 
among women about fifty per 
cent. 

The outstanding deception of 
the American people, created by 
the lies of the liquor business, is 
that Prohibition was a failure.

brought splendid results. Business 
has gone forward, bank deposits 
have increased, all to an unusual 
degree, and countless homes have 
been made happier.” 

Governor of Texas, W. P. Hob- 
by: “I voted against state-wide 
Prohibition, but after seeing its 
actual operations as shown by the 
effect wpon crime and upon gov- 
ernment in Texas, I am convinced 
of its practical value.” 

Governor of Virginia, W. Davis: 
“The general benefit of Prohibi- 
tion upon the business interests, 
criminal record, peace and pros- 
perity of the state is without par- 
allel.”

This was true in other large Ci-

Report from an institution in 
New York that cared for men who 
were down and out in saloon days, 
had as high as 1,500 men at night. 
Under Prohibition this same in- 
stitution had less than forty men 
at night. During Prohibition con- 
sumption of liquor decreased 
eighty per cent, from about 22 
gallons per capita to 3. gallons. 
The Literary Digest, July 10, 1926, 
said that drinking among young 
people and college students de- 
creased under Prohibition but 
liquor propagandists tell a differ- 
ent story.

Several subsequent owners of the 
diamond came to tragic ends, 
among them King Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette, adding fuel to 
the legend fire. The present own- 
er, a New York gem dealer named 
Harry Winston, is giving the fam- 
ous stone to Washington’s Smith- 
sonian Institute. 


Of course, the supposed curse 
of the diamond is mere supersti- 
tion. However, the Bible warns 
that “they that will be rich fall 
into temptation and a snare and

where my brother had a store, 
where drunks were seen on every 
hand under saloon days, said to 
me one day, after Prohibition had 
been in for years, “Will, I have 
not seen a drunk man since Pro- 
hibition came in.” 

In Birmingham, Alabama, un- 
der Prohibition, city jail was 
closed and offered to the city for 
a hospital. The arrests for drunk- 
enness under Prohibition were not 
a drop in the bucket compared to 
now under Repeal. 

Under Prohibition, life insur- 
ance doubled, bank deposits dou- 


bled, assets in Savings and Loans 
tripled. America’s wealth  in- 
creased $40,000,000,000, high 


school enrollment increased sixty- 
five per cent, college students in- 
creased seventy-five per cent, 
church membership _ increased 
10,000,000. Many men at the head 
of great institutions testified to 
the success and good of Prohibi- 
tion. The Ladies Home Journal 
stated that no__iiess than 
$15,000,000,000 that went into the 
liquor traffic, had been turned 
into other channels.

21. Test Your Temptations 


Now I hope you have taken the 
first step of the Christian life and 
have been “born again.” You be- 
lieve in Christ as your personal 
Saviour and you are ready to live 
for Him. Now you can test your 
temptations which come to you 
by these Scriptural rules: 


*(1) Is it of the world? 

“If you were of the world, the 
world would love his own: but 
because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth 
you” (John 15:19).

By the term “world” here is 
meant this “present evil world’— 
the vast godless world-system 
which is under the domination of 
the Evil One. As Christians we 
are exhorted to “love not the 
world” (I John 2:15), but a fur- 
ther question arises, ‘How are we 
to discern whether a certain pur- 
suit is ‘of the world’ or not?” In 
I John 2:16 the world is defined as 
“the lust of the flesh and the lust 
of the eyes, and the pride of life.” 
Any “amusement” which ministers 
along these avenues to the carnal 
nature is “of the world.’ Our 
blessed Lord prayed, “I pray not 
that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou should- 
est keep them from the evil” 
(John 17:15). Christians are in the 
world, but not of it.. You will 
remember that it took God a very 
short time to deliver the children 
of Israel out of Egypt, but it took 
Him forty years to get Egypt out 
of them. 

(2) Is it to the glory of God? 

“Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God” (I Cor, 10: 
31). 

The great principle which should 
govern a child of God is not a 
negative one, but a positive. The 
testing question is, “Can I do this 
to the glory of God?” 

(3) Can you invoke the Divine 
blessing upon it? ._ 

“The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no 
sorrow with it” (Prov. 10:22). 

lf not, then clearly it does not 
rightly belong to the programme 
of one who has received the Divine 
life and is depending upon the 
blessing of the Lord which maketh 
rich. =. 

(4) Is it a stumbling block to 
others? |

“It is good neither to eat flesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or 
is offended, or is made weak”’ 
(Rom. 14:21). 


Some indulgences, perhaps not 
sinful in themselves, must be 
avoided because of their effect 
upon others. Remember the 
“weaker brother,’ who might be 
hindered by your action. 


(5) Has it the appearance of evil? 
This speaks for itself. 


“Abstain from all appearance of 
evil” (I Thess. 5:22). 


(6) Is it a “weight’’? 

“Wherefore seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us” 
(Heb. 12:1). 


Weights should be laid aside as 
well as sins. A weight is anything 
that hinders. The Apostle is here 
referring to the Christian life as 
a race. There is nothing wrong ‘in 
wearing an overcoat, but = an 
athlete would “lay it aside” to- 
gether with every other encum- 
brance, for the purpose of running 
the race. “All things are lawful 
... but all things are not expedi- 


ent” (I Cor. 6:12). Avoid any- 
thing that would slacken your 
pace. 


(7) Is its atmosphere good? 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with dark- 
ness?” (II Cor. 6:14). 

Could you enjoy communion 
with God when indulging in that 
particular pleasure?- Or has it 
the deadening effect of reducing 
your spiritual life to zero? 

These are searching tests, scrip- 
turally enjoined, and quite con- 
clusive. 


22. Follow After 
Righteousness 

Again, however, I say, it is not 
enough not to do things. You can 
live positively in a spirit of Chris- 
tian victory. 'Teen-agers come to 
me and ask, “Jack, do you really 
believe that victory over sin is 
possible in the life of a high school 
or college kid today?” 


“Yes,”’ is my answer. “I believe 
that God planned for you to have 
deliverance from sin. That’s the 
message of the Cross. Over and 
over the Bible tells us that there is 
deliverance in the Cross of Christ. 
The Bible says that the Lord came 
‘to preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives’ (Luke 4:18).” 


I tell you that you can live for 
Christ in high school, college, on 
the farm, in the factory or office, 
and be a joyous out-and-out Chris- 
tian, When my son Don went to 
Maplewood (N.J.) Junior High, he 
was president of the student body 
and a friend of his, Bill Mauger, 
was president of the student body 
in Millburn, New Jersey. Both of

Another friend is Sarah Mur- 
ray. She is more fun than a bar- 
rel of monkeys. We always look 
forward to having Sarah come to 
our Island camp at Schroon Lake, 
New York. Last year she fixed a 
beautiful pie for me. It was a 
lemon meringue pie, only the 
meringue happened to be shaving 
cream, That’s just one sample 
of the things she thinks up. 

At her high school in Abington, 
Pa., she ran against three fellows 
for the office of President of the 
Student Council, You know how 


didn’t have a_ chance, - running 
against three big heros around 
the school.

But in order to live this Chris- 
tian life, there are certain things 
God expects of you. His Word not 
only tells you to “flee also eee 


ful lusts” (II Tim. 2:22), bu e+ 


says, “Ever follow that which \is 
good’ (I Thess. 5:15). Here are 
some definite things that you, as 
a young Christian, should follow: 

“Follow that which is good”’—Bi- 
ble Study. If you read the life of 
D. L. Moody, or George Mueller, 
or any great saint of God, one 
whom God has greatly used, you 
will find that their strength for 
usefulness sprang from their read- 
ing the Bible, trusting God’s 
promises and absolute obedience 
to His Word. 

They were like Jeremiah of old, 
who said, “Thy words were found 
and I did eat them and thy word 
was unto me the joy and Trejoic- 
ing of my heart” (Jer. 15:16). 

The great lack in America today 
among Christians, even among 
evangelical, fundamental, Bible- 
believing Christians, is solid Bible 
study. Most people’s Bible study 
is only what the pastor gives them 
on Sunday morning. If all we get 
from God every week is what we 
get on Sunday—that’s not enough! 
I am all for going to church and 
hearing a Bible message, but you 
need more spiritual food than that. 
I am all for the big dinner every 
Sunday, but I also want my three 
squares on the other days of the 
week, Monday through Saturday. 

You need to read your Bible 
every day. Scripture asks, ““Where- 
withal shall a young man cleanse 
his way?” And answers by say- 
ing, “By taking heed thereto ac- 
cording to thy word’: (Ps. 119:9). 

There is no substitute for time 
spent with the Word of God. Mas- 
ter it. Make its truths your very 
own. As a great preacher once 
said, “Sin will keep you from the 
Word or the Word will keep you 
from sin.” 

Set apart a quiet time each day, 
preferably in the morning, and 
read the Word of God. Try read- 
ing it through in a year. There 
are 929 chapters in the Old Testa- 
ment, 260 in the New Testament, 
or a total of 1,189 chapters. That 
means you only have to read a lit- 
tle better than three chapters per 
day to read it through in a year. 
Set yourself to read four chapters 
each day and you'll read it in less 
than a year. 

After you read a chapter, try 
putting the key teaching into your 
own words. Keep a looseleaf note- 
book with your Bible. Write a 
summary of the chapter in it. Or, 
if some of the verses seem. es- 
pecially important, then devote all 
your quiet time to mastering those 
few verses. Write down what you 
have learned from the Word. This 
putting truths into your’ own 
words helps you to fully compre- 
hend what you have read. 

Read the King James version 
from cover to cover. If you can 
afford it, buy a Scofield Reference 
Bible. All this will give you a 
clearer understanding of the Bible. 

Pick out the verse that seems 
the most helpful to you and mem- 
orize it. Put it not only in your 
notebook but in your heart. There 
are a lot of folks who memorize 
Scripture, read their Bible some- 
times, yet have it hidden away 
only in their heads. If you ever 
expect it to affect your life, you

The doetrine that God offers 


salvation only to the “world of 


believers” is simply not true. He 


offered salvation to the whole< 


wide world. ‘“‘For God so loved the 
WORLD that he gave . ve 


We read in the First Epistle of 
John, chapter 2, verse 2, “And he 
|Jesus Christ] is the propitiation 
|sacrifice| for our sins: and not 
for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world?’ 


It is true that only the believer 
goes to Heaven, and that “the 
wrath of God abideth on him” 
that believeth not (John 3:36). 


The true believer is saved from 
the wrath of God. The unbeliever 
is condemned because he does not 
believe. The unbeliever is in Hell 
without excuse. The first few 
chapters of Romans makes it 
clear that all can be saved through 
Christ. 


After the Lord Jesus Christ had 
died on the cross for our sins and 
for the sins of the whole world, 
He gave the command to preach 
the “Good News” to “every crea- 
ture” (Mark 16:15). , 

“Go ye into all the world,” Je- 
sus said, “and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” 

Would a holy God command me 
to preach falsehood? 

Of course He would not! He 
commanded that the good news 
be told to everybody everywhere. 
God will not send good men out to 
peddle a pack of lies. No think- 
ing person would charge God with 
low morals. 

Hell is more than just a place 
of misfortune. Hell is not just a 
mere tragedy. Hell is also a place 
of shame. People who go to Hell 
are to be blamed. 

Don’t blame God if sinners per- 
ish! Don’t blame God if you wake 
up in the lake of fire one of these 
days! 

“And many of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shall 
awake, some to everlasting life, 
and some to shame and everlast- 
ing contempt” (Dan. 12:2). You 
can plainly see from the Bible that 
it is wrong to remain lost and live 
in sin and die in that condition. 
It is a shame and a disgrace! 

A man cannot help being born 
a sinner any more than he can 
help being sick sometimes. But if 
I am sick and refuse to take the 
remedy provided for my recovery 
I am to be blamed. If a poor lost 
sinner will not take God’s remedy 
for his eternal salvation he surely 
is to be blamed, and it is a shame, 
and a disgrace. I hope you will 
never charge God with this wick- 
ed folly. 

Many do. They claim that only 
a few have a chance. The rest are 
to be damned. First John 1:10 


puts the lie to their false notion. 


Nor has God planned that we 
go up and down the country mock- 
ing the hopes of poor sinners by 
telling them that they might not 
be included in the atonement. 

They are included!! Praise God, 
I am included! You are included! 
Everybody is included. “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life’ 
(John 3:16). 

If you have been saved you are 
commanded to take this good 
news to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. 

The atonement, then, 
everyone and everywhere. 

When I was a student in col- 
lege I borrowed this motto from 
the ministerial association: 
job is to get the Gospel to as many 
people possible in the shortest pos- 
sible time.” By radio, television, 
moving pictures, press, pulpit! “By 
all means”! 

In this jet age we can go to 
the ends of the earth overnight. 
We can blanket the whole earth 
with the good news that Jesus 
died for the sins of the whole wide 
world! | 

Let every true child of God be 
fully assured that this world needs 
to hear the Gospel and that this 
glorious Gospel can and ought to 
be preached in full assurance. 

Go yonder to that farmer neigh- 
bor of yours and tell him that 
Jesus died for him! When you 
purchase gasoline for your trip to 
the city, tell the man who sells 
you the gasoline that Jesus died

“My ; 
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for him. Tell it to every shoe- 
shine boy. Tell it over the back 
fence and across the coffee table 
to your friends. Give John 3:16 
to the children. Take it to the old 
people. Don’t sit around-and split 
hairs about theology! Never mind 
the “partial atonement theory.” 
Spread the Gospel! Tell out the 
good news. 


Go down “Skid Row” and up on 
“Rich Man’s Hill.” Take it to the 
up-and-out and the down-and-out. 
Get this message out to every 
farm and village and city in this 
great land. Fly it across the fro- 
zen waters to the land of ice and 
darkness. 


Black man, white man, red man, 
yellow man—North, East, South, 
and West! 


If you have never done this sort 
of thing, you have missed the best 
part of being a Christian, 


Come with me. Not long ago I 
parked the car at the foot of a red 
clay hill in North Florida, climbed 
over a rotten rail fence and 
walked up to an old house that 
seemed .ready to fall. An old man 
lived there alone. He was feeble 
at the age of 85. When I gave him 
the good news of ‘John 3:16 it 
fell like music on his ears. He 
held his hand to his ear to catch 
every word! After I had prayed 
with him, I saw the tears of peni- 
tential joy run down the deep 
wrinkles of his weather-beaten 
face. I read to him the wonderful 
gospel story of John 3:16 all over 
again and said, “Do you under- 
stand this verse of Scripture?” 

“Yes, yes,” he said. 

“How long is this ‘everlasting 
life’ God gave you today?” I ques- 
tioned. 

Said he, “It’s long enough for 
me!” I believe he was saved. 

And I said to the dear old gen- 
tleman, ‘‘Then you are saved for- 
ever and forever.” 

The look in his eye, the chuckle 
in his voice, and the way he held 
on to my hand made me glad that 
I was a preacher. 

I crossed the road to an old 
“box car apartment.” There sat 
a lonely cripple with no lower 
limbs. He was sad and bitter and 
most difficult. When he heard that 
Jesus died for him, his face lit up 
with hope. The good news of 
John 3:16 put a sparkle in the 
old man’s face. I left that old 
beat-up box car with a new spring 
in my own step. Praise God for 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ—to 
everybody! 

That dear fellow will have a 
new set of legs when he meets 
Jesus. He will be able to jump 
over jasper walls one of these 
days. Keep telling it out—this 
Gospel is too good to keep. It kin- 
dies a light in prison cells where 
everything else has failed. It is the 
power of God unto salvation to 
kings and queens who sit in splen- 
dor on their thrones. The good 
news of God’s amazing grace will 
save the gutter-rat! Everybody! 
“Whosoever will” — you — me — 
wherever you are, whoever you 
are, this message is for YOU. God 
has commanded me to tell you 
that through the blood of Jesus 
Christ you can be saved! 

Now. that we have considered 
the PEOPLE of John 3:16, let us 
look at the PERSON of John 3: 
16. 


God Gave His “Only 
Begotten Son” 


Jesus is God’s. “only begotten 
Son,” not ow2z of God’s sons, but 
His only begotten son.” Jesus was 
and still is the only begotten Son 
of God. It is true and most bless- 
ed that we who are saved are the 
“children of God,” but we are not, 
ner ever will be, the son of God 
in the same sense that Jesus is 
the Son of God. He is God the 
Son. We are not gods. When God 
gave His only Son, He gave Him- 
self. God gave God! God the Fath- 
er gave God the Son! Jesus was 
God. Jesus is still God. He always 
will be God. 

This person whom our Heaven- 
ly Father gave to the people of 
the world has a name that is 
above every name. There is none 
like Him in this vast universe. He 
is unique in every way. 

The Prophet Isaiah, moved by 
the Holy Ghost, hundreds of years 
before Jesug was born in Bethle- 
hem, said, “And his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting 


Father, The Prince of Peace” (Isa. 
9:6). The angels proclaimed His 
deity at His birth in these words: 
“I bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all people. 
For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which 
is Christ the Lord” (Luke 2:10, 
11). 


The prophets proclaimed Him 
to be God before He was born. 
The angel proclaimed Him to be 


: 


God when He was corceived by 


the Holy Ghost. 


The shepherds worshipped Him 
as God when He was a baby. 


He gave a hint of His deity 
when He was twelve years old. 

The Father in Heaven pro- 
claimed the deity of Jesus when 
He was baptized. 


He demonstrated His deity for 
three and a half years before He 
died by: 

His words—He claimed to be 
God! 

His works-—-He did many mir- 
acles! 

By worship—He received wor- 
ship from men! 

This wonderful Saviour God 
gave not only lived lke God upon 
earth, but also died like God. He 
lived supernaturally and died the 
same way. 

His miraculous death was vi- 
carious and substitutionary! He 
not only died for my sins, but He 
died for me! He not only died for 
your sins, but He also died for 
you. Only God could be a substi- 
tute for all of us. 

After He died like God, He 
proved His absolute unique God- 
ship by the resurrection. Someone 
has said, ““The resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ from the dead is the 
createst attested fact of human 
history.” I believe that statement 
and will add this: The resurrec- 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ from 
the dead is the greatest miracle 
of all time. He proved He was 
God when He raised Himself from 
the tomb. He is still proving His 
deity. He proved to me He was 
God 24 years ago when He saved 
my soul, He has proved His deity 
in every answered prayer! 

I just looked out the window 
and saw the day break. The Lord 
Jesus is still upholding the uni- 
verse by His own power. 

“Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed” by 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Blessed be 
His great name and power and 
wisdom! Were it not for His con- 
tinued deity this universe He 
made would break out of _ its 
frame and “All hell would break 
loose.’”’ Yes, He is God; He is God 
forever! 

The subject of the deity of 
Christ is being debated today. The 
debate is very old, and the argu- 
ments against His deity are very 
weak and stupid. 

There are still many Protestant 
clergymen in large centers who 
deny the absolute deity of Christ. 
I meet them in every city; so 
often they pastor the most promi- 
nent churches and have positions 
of ecclesiastical importance. They 
don’t think straight. If you don’t 
think there is a Devil, you should 
talk with one of these modernist- 
ic preachers or teachers. I’m not 
saying here that they are devils, 
but I am saying that a man can- 
not be that stupid without out- 
side help. The Devil helps them 
with their nonsense. ‘The god 
of this world |Satan! hath blinded 


the minds” of these religious inf 


dels. Jesus told His own disciples 
on one occasion that they were 
foolish for not believing all that 
the prophets had said about Him. 

Said He, “O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe all that the proph- 
ets have spoken” (Luke 24:25). 

If, when reading the New Testa- 
ment, you see the disciples of Je- 
sus acting somewhat foolish, you 
should see the acme of stupidity 
reached by some men who claim 
to be His disciples today! 

Any man who, with the open 
Bible before him, cannot see the 
deity of Jesus Christ is blind in- 
deed—either blind or crooked! 

I want you preachers and ev- 
eryone else who reads this sermon 
to think seriously about this next 
line: 7 

If Jesus said preachers were 
fools who did not believe all that 
the prophets had said concerning 
him, what would you think about 
a religious leader who opens his 
Bible to the Prophet Isaiah (whom 
Jesus quoted most often) and 
reads, “For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 


called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God... .” (Isa. 9:6). Now 
if the preacher puts down the Bi- 
ble and says, “I still do not be- 
lieve that Jesus is the mighty 
God!”—I say, what would you 
conclude concerning such a per- 
son? 


I want to camp right here until 
you see clearly some of the ter- 
rible implications of ignoring the 
subject of His deity, or the shock- 
ing implications of denying His 
deity! Oh, may God pity the poor 
man who says, “What difference 
does it make as long as we are 
sincere?” 

I tell you, it does make a differ- 
ence! 


One of the attributes of deity is 
omniscience. The omniscience of 


Jesus is plainly evidenced in John 


2:25 and again in John 21:17. The 
word ‘“omniscience’ means “all 
knowledge.” One who is omnisci- 
ent knows all there is to know! 
The Bible plainly teaches in many 
other places that Jesus Christ is 
certainly omniscient. Therefore 
when the Lord Jesus says that the 
Genesis account of creation is cor- 
rect, you put it down—it is cor- 
rect! 

When the Lordwesus Christ puts 
His approval on the book of Jonah, 
then the book of Jonah has the ap- 
proval of Almighty God, 


When Jesus Christ says, “Except 
a man be born again, he cannot 
enter the kingdom of God,” you 
can put it down that the door is 
shut to every one who tries to get 
in some other way! 

This business of saying, “I ac- 
cept the deity of Jesus Christ, but 
I don’t believe in a literal Hell, 
even if Jesus did preach it,” just 
does not make good sense. It is 
nonsense. 

If you really accept Jesus Christ 
as He is, as the Bible sets Him 
forth, it is impossible to deny any 
of the things He taught. I hope you 
see this. Many do not. 

When some pussy-footing leader 
says to you, “I believe in Jesus, but 
I do not approve of preaching 
against sin,” just remember that 
he is awfully stupid or terribly 
wicked. Jesus believed in preach- 
ing against sin and did a lot of it. 

“T believe in Jesus, Brother Mer- 
cer, but I don’t think it is right to 
criticize other religions.” Well, Je- 
sus did! Try reading the New Tes- 
tament. Read the sermons Jesus 
preached. Maybe you believe in the 
wrong Jesus. 

Do you believe in a Jesus you 
have created in your own mind? 
Some do. 

Do you believe in a Jesus such 
as the Christ-denying modernists 
and liberals talk about, the Jesus 
they have created in their own 
wicked imaginations, ‘‘another Je- 
sus’ which has no pawer to save? 
Or do you believe in the Almighty 
Christ of the Holy Scripture? The 
Lord Jesus Christ of the Bible is 
your only hope of Heaven. This is 
the Lord Jesus who made the sun 
to shine; He is the only One who 
can put the sunshine of His love in 
your heart. 

I hope you can and will see that 
it does make a difference! , 

This business of going to Hell is 
no joke. Jesus did not joke about 
it. He wept. He suffered. He bled. 
He died to keep you out of Hell. 

This leads me to the ciosing part 
of the message: 


The Purpose of God’s Gift: 


To Save Sinners From 
Perishing 

The Purpose of God’s Gift is 
stated clearly in the text-——‘that 
whosoever believeth in Kim should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” 

God’s purpose for 
that you not perish! Instead of 
perishing, our Heavenly Father 
wants you to have life everlasting! 

To perish is to die, to die with- 
out God, to die in your sins! It 
means to die under the curse! It 
means to die with the wrath of God 
abiding upon you. In John 3:36 we 
read, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall not 
see life; but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him.” 

Unless you see what it means for 
a soul to be lost in Hell forever 
you cannot properly interpret the 
message of John 3:16. It is impos- 
sible to understand the love of 
God without seeing the true mean- 
ing of God’s awful wrath. God’s 
wrath is as much a part of His 
true character as His love, or mer- 
cy. Indifference to sin is a moral 


you is 


blemish. He who loves the pure 
must loathe the Devil! The wrath 
of God is the manifestation of His 
disapproval against all unright- 
eousness. It is God’s attitude 
toward that which is contrary to 
His holiness! 


shere are only two times when 
God swears: “I swore in my 
wrath” (Ps. 95:11). “By myself 
have I sworn” (Gen. 22:16). In the 
first, He swears to warn the wick- 
ed of His wrath! In the second, He 
swears to confirm His promise to 
His children! 

God warns of Hell! He offers 
Heaven, Which will it be for you? 
“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 


Heaven means home to me— 
home with Jesus, home with fam- 
ily, home with friends. 


Because God has offered me this 
wonderful gift of His Son, I have 
accepted Him into my heart. 

Because of who He is and what 
He has done for me I am assured 
that I will live with Him forever! 
He gave His Word. He cannot lie. 
He has sworn to keep His promise. 
Bless His holy name! 

Will you meet me over there? I 
hope you will.

I hope you will take very much 
to heart what I tell you because 
I believe God put it in your heart 
to write me, and He wants to help 
you and keep you from error and 
sin. 

There are many reasons why 
one should not join the Mormon 
church. 


1. The first and main reason 
for rejecting Mormonism is that 
the Bible clearly teaches that 
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there would be no more added to 
the Word of God after the Book 
of Revelation. In Revelation 22:18, 
19, the Bible says, “For I testify 
unto every man that heareth the 
words of the prophecy of this 
book, If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto 
him the plagues that are written 
in this book: And if any man 
shall take away from the words 
of the book of this prophecy, God 
shall take away his part out of 
the book of life, and out of the 
holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book.” 


Note carefully this Scripture is 
plainly saying that no one is to 
add to the things here written. 
That-is, there will be no other di- 
vine revelation to be put on a par 
with the Bible and as the Word 
of God, after this. And no one was 
to take from any part of the Bible 
divine revelation. 


Nearly all the false cults teach 
that they have some special divine 
revelation. Roman Catholics say 
that tradition and the decisions of 
the popes and councils are as au- 
thoritative as the Bible. They sin 
against this plain command of the 
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Scriptures. They add to the Scrip- 
tures what they think is further 
revelation. But they bring upon 
themselves the plagues here prom- 
ised. 

Christian Science also commits 
this sin. It regards the writings of 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy as in- 
spired like the Bible. So Chris- 
tian Science is a false cult. 


The Seventh-Day Adventists 
committed the same sin. They re- 
garded the writings of Mrs. Ellen 
White as divinely inspired. They 
called her a prophetess and many 
of their doctrines are based upon 
her writings, not upon the Bible. 
So the Seventh-Day Adventists 
sinned in this matter. 


The Mormons are guilty of the 
same sin. God had already plainly 
said that anyone who should add 
to the Word of God after the Book 
of Revelation, God would put all 
these plagues upon him, You see, 
you can always know a false cult 
if they have something else to go 
by besides the Bible or in addi- 
tion to the Bible. 


2. We know that the Mormons 
are not the true church because 
they have so much false doctrine. 
They are wrong on many doctrines, 
but first of all on the plan of sal- 
vation, John 3:16 says, “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
One who puts his trust in Jesus 
Christ will not perish but have 
everlasting life. 

Many places in the Bible this 
plain truth is taught. Read them 
for yourself. ; 

John 3:18: “He that believeth 
on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God.” 

John 3:36: “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.” 

John 5:24: “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto 
life.”’ 

John 6:47: “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on 
me hath everlasting life.” 

Acts 16:31: “And they said, Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house.” 

Many other places the Bible 
teaches that one who puts his 
trust in Jesus Christ and depends 
upon Him for salvation is already 
saved, is not condemned, has ever- 
lasting life. But Mormons teach 
that one must be baptized to be 
saved, 

They also teach salvation by 
works and by living right. But 
any plan of salvation by human 
works whether it be baptism, 
church membership, paying honest 
debts, or any other way is a false 
plan of salvation. Christ on the 
cross paid for man’s sins. One 
who trusts in Him is forgiven, is 
is born again. So the 
Bible teaches. So Mormonism is a 
false religion on this matter. 

It is about people like Mormons, 
and Christian Scientists, and Cath- 
olics, and modernists that Paul 
said in Galatians 1:6-9, “I marvel 
that ye are so soon removed from 
him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto another gospel: 
Which is not another; but there 
be some that trouble you, and 
would pervert the gospel of Christ. 
But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. As. we said before, so say 
I now again, If any man preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that ye have received, let him be 
accursed.” You ought to avoid 
anybody who preaches any other 
plan of salvation but that gospel 
which Paul preached and which is 
so clearly taught everywhere in 
the Bible that Christ died for our 
sins and rose again, and that one 
who puts his trust in Jesus Christ 
is immediately saved, born again, 
changed, pardoned. 

There are many other doctrines 
upon which Mormons have gone 
wrong, in going by the Book of 
Mormon instead of by the Bible. 
But I mention only one other doc- 
trine. 

3. The Mormon idea of “an 
Aaronic priesthood” is utterly 
false and untrue to the Bible. 

If you read Hebrews, chapter 7,

It is true the Apostles laid their |. 


hands on people and prayed for 
them just as good men of God 
may do today. And when we or- 
dain. preachers or deacons, we 
lay our hands on them to pray 
that God will give them  soul- 
winning power, the power of the 
Holy Spirit. But every Christian 
already has the Holy Spirit dwell- 
ing in his body; and Mormons 
teach a false doctrine when they 
teach that we must have an “Aar- 
onic priest” to lay hands on peo- 
dle to give; them the Holy Spirit, 
the Holy Ghost. 


4. The whole history of Mor- 
monism shows that it is a fraud. 
I studied this history very care- 
fully through the years. I have 
before me now a book, BRIG- 
HAM’S DESTROYING ANGEL, 
Being the Last Confession and 
Startling Disclosures of the No- 
torious Bill Hickman. Hickman 
was called “the Danite chief of 
Utah.” It is a story of swindling, 
murder, and awful wickedness in 
the early days of Mormonism. 


There is abundant evidence the 
Book of Mormon was a fraud. 
Most of it was first written as 
a novel. Then it was rewritten 
after that idea by Joseph Smith. 
It is certain that Joseph Smith 
himself lived with several wives 
and taught polygamy. . They 
claimed to be gods, prophets, and 
bishops. The Scripture plainly 
says, “A bishop then must be 
blameless, the husband of one wife 
Rete? ly ye oe 3B 

But you do not have to under- 
stand about this. If you had time 


to read all the literature on this 
subject and see the proof that I 


have learned through the years, 
that would be all right. But all 
you have to do is go back to the 
Bible itself. You have been mis- 
led because you did not know the 
Bible. 


I enclose my little booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
I beg you to read it very carefully 
and see exactly what it takes to 
be saved and know it.

Some of 
them may be saved but they were 
not saved by the Mormon rites. 
If they were saved at all, they 
were saved by personally putting 
their trust in Jesus Christ alone. 
And I beg you to trust Christ and 
do not seek any other plan of sal- 
vation.

‘the 3,600 counties and the 1,600 


incorporated cities and towns and 
villages—was 116 billion dollars.” 
Our present Federal debt alone 
under Repeal, is close to $275 bil- 
lion. 

As propaganda to repeal the 
Eighteenth Amendment, the liquor 
forces made all kind of promises 
—be less drinking, less bootleg- 
ging of liquor, less taxes, less 
drinking among young people, less 
crime, etc., etc., but not a single 
promise they made has ever been 
fulfilled. 

I repeat: the biggest lies ever 
told about anything in my day 
have been about Prohibition. The 
greatest moral step the United 
States ever took was  Prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic, 


Under Repeal 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, who led 
the wet forces to repeal Prohibi- 
tion, made the following promise 
in the national election of 1932: 
“By no possibility, at any time, 
or under any conditions, at any 
place, or under any circumstances, 
shall that institution, the saloon, 
or its equivalent, be allowed to 
return to the American life.” 

Secretary of State, Josephus 
Daniels, said in 1930: ‘“Phe man 
who opposes Prohibition and says 
in the next breath that he could 
never tolerate the return of the 
saloon, either is practicing decep- 
tion or he does not know that as 
surely as night follows day, the 
fall of Prohibition means the re- 
enthronement of the saloon.’ 

Prohibition closed 177,000 sa- 
loons. Today, under Repeal, there 
are around 475,000 saloons or 
places where intoxicants are sold. 
There are some million and a half 
women and girls behind bars 
selling liquor, three times as 
many girls serving liquor as there 
are attending colleges. The aver- 
age American family spends 
about twice as much for liquor 
today as milk. 

Professor P. P. Claxton, late U. 
S. Commissioner of Education, 
said: “I have seen more drunken 
men among the 250 students of 
the University of Tennessee in 
1881-2 than among the 2,500 of 
1929-30.” 

The superintendent of the Bow- 
ery Mission, New York City, said: 
“During Prohibition we got only 
the chronic drunks at the Bowery; 
today we get lawyers, skilled em- 
ployes, professional men, musicians 
—all kinds cOming to us. There is 
three hundred per cent more 
drunkenness than before Repeal.” 

Brewers of liquor said after 
Repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, that young people of Amer- 
ica had grown up under Prohibi- 
tion not to drink, and they would 
have to teach them to drink. Billy 
Graham says that America spends 
annually $9,000,000,000 for legal 


liquor, $4,000,000,000 for illegal 
liquor, $5,000,000,000 on liquor 
cures, $5,000,000,000 on crime 


caused by liquor. It has been esti- 
mated by another reliable author- 
ity, that the national cost of drink- 
ing is $40,000,000,000 a year. No 
one can estimate the cost in sad- 
ness, heartaches and destruction 
of character. 

J. Edgar Hoover said, at the end 
of three years of Repeal, that they 
were three years of “the most 
terrible period of criminal history 
in the history of America.” 

Gladstone of England said: “The 
ravages of drink are greater than 
those of war, pestilence, and fam- 
ine combined.” 


Growth of Crime 


Some time ago there appeared 
in the North Carolina Christian 
Advocate an editorial as follows: 

“By legalizing the liquor traffic, 
we are encouraging crime. The 
Methodist Board of Temperance 
reports that 59 per cent of all 
arrests last year were due to of- 
fenses related to alcoholic bever- 
ages. Crime statistics compiled by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, the board said, report that 
police in 1,477 cities with a popu- 


lJation of 2,500 or more record 
772,948 arrests for drunkenness, 


193,910 for disorderly conduct, 
96,165 for driving while intoxi- 


_-cated. And there were also 37,089 


arrests for violation of state and 
Federal liquor laws. According to 
these police records, out of an ov- 
erall 1,861,764 arrests the total 
due to drinking is 1,099,255, These 
totals for last year alone are 


greater than all arrests due to 
drunkenness throughout the en- 
tire Prohibition period. How long 
are we to tolerate the fallacy of 
the wets that the best way to 
handle the liquor traffic is to leg- 
alize and tax it. 


During Christmas holidays of 
1955, 609 Americans were killed 
in traffic accidents. Fifty-five per 
cent of these deaths, according to 
the report by the National Safety 
Council, were caused by. drivers 
under the influence of liquor. 


Congressman O’Connor of New 
York, who voted for Repeal, said 
later: “If the situation that exists 
today is what we have as a’ con- 
sequence of Repeal, as for me, 
give me Prohibition.” 

Washington, D. C., our nation’s 
capital, according to reports, has 
the highest per capita consump- 
tion of liquor in the United States, 
and it has the highest rate of 
juvenile delinquency. Is it not 
strange that this condition, exist- 
ing under the very dome of where 
our lawmakers dwell, would not 
arouse. their moral dignity to the 
extent they would urge the voters 
of America, and do what they 
could, too, to banish the liquor 
business from our midst? 


Many believed that if women 
were given the ballot they would 
vote against this giant evil, but 
their work and vote were big fac- 
tors in killing Prohibition, and 
they went to drinking and getting 
drunk like men, and today we 
have three million men drunkards, 


and one million women and girl 


drunkards. 

Dr. Alice Aldrich, Chicago wel- 
fare superintendent, says: ‘“‘Chica- 
go present-day saloons are caus- 
ing delinquency among young 
girls to an extent never equaled 
even in the old days. Young peo- 
ple of opposite sexes drink openly 
until they are no longer responsi- 
ble for their acts .... The sa- 
loons, with their backroom up- 
Stairs facilities, constitute an 
alarming cause of immorality.” 

Dr. Howard A. Kelly, famous 
surgeon of Johns Hopkins Universi- 
ty, said: “There is no disease in 
the world for which alcohol is a 
cure It does undeniably 
cause thousands of cases of dis- 
eases . ... Its use is ruinous to 
the kidneys, liver, heart, and 
smaller blood vessels, and gives 
rise to that most common fatality, 
high blood pressure.” 

Dr. J. H. Kellogg, head of the 
famous Battle Creek Sanitarium, 
and member of the Michigan State 
Board of Health, said: ‘Alcohol 
never, under any condition, in- 
creases the vital energy of the 
body, but on the contrary, de- 
creases it in a marked and uni- 
form manner through the poison- 
ous influence upon the living cells 
ji . Aleohol increases liability 
to infectious diseases, and _ pre- 
vents the development of immuni- 
ty.” 

Abraham Lincoln said: “Liquor 
might have defenders, but no de- 
fense, Whether or not the world 
would be vastly benefited by a 
tetal and final banishment from 
it of all intoxicating drinks, seems 
to me not an open question.” 

General Pershing said: “Drunk- 
enness has kiéled moré men ‘than 
all of history’s wars.” 

President McKinley said: “It 
is the most ruinous and degrading 
of all human pursuits.” 

It is reliably reported that the 
highest salaried person in Holly- 
wood, whose only business is to 
get drinking scenes into as many 
movie pictures as possible, and get 
it in as favorable light before the 
public as possible, is paid by the 
Allied Distillers and Brewers of 
America. It seems to me that ev- 
ery well-thinking American, who 
has the least concern for the wel- 
fare of his children, would so re- 
sent such propaganda, to destroy 
the morals and welfare of his chil- 
dren, that he would cast his vote 
to put this octopus, this giant of 
evil, out of America. | 

We can’t be a righteous na- 
tion, approved of God, and toler- 
ate the destruction in death and 
morals caused by the liquor traf- 
fic. God is patient and longsuf- 
fering, but He says, “My Spirit 
shall not always strive with man.” 
If we do not do something about 
this matter, God may punish 
America for this wickedness. The 
Bible teaches that He has done 
this time and again.

in line with human wisdom. They 
looked with contempt upon the 
obscurantism of the unlearned, 
while reveling in the obscurantism 
—sometimes almost agnosticism— 
of intellectualism. 


There is a tendency in the land 
to define “scholar” and “scholar- 
ship” loosely, and by secular stand- 
ards. We are often reminded, when 
opposing the views of certain 
gentlemen, that they are scholars 
and we are not. We are often ask- 
ed to accept the views of certain 
brethren because they are schol- 
ars. Christian people are often 
told that since scholars cannot 
agree, therefore we should not 
commit ourselves on certdin doc- 
trines set forth in the Word of 
God. This tendency to _ accept 
scholars as mediators between the 
believing heart and the Word of 
God is a form of. intellectual 
priestcraft. 

But when we remember that 
scholars are now produced by 
mass production methods, and 
largely by liberal schools, and 
many of them have been influenc- 
ed by the methodology of the 
schools who do not accept the 
authority of the Word of. God, 
we should be wary of accepting 
their priestly services in connec- 
tion with the Word of God. There 
seems to be also a pride of intel- 
lect in the world of scholarship 
that always prevents anyone from 
being a sound interpreter of the 
Word of God. Christians should 
thank God for the great scholars 
who have blessed the Church, but 
they should bring every scholar 
and every. interpreter of the Word 


of God under the judgment of the’ 


Word. Intellectualism can easily 
become the false friend of revela- 
tion, betraying it with a kiss. 

To properly evaluate the intel- 
lectualism of our time, we must 
observe certain distinctions that 
must be made; we must not ig- 
nore certain qualifications for in- 
terpreters laid down by the Word 
of God; and some dangers in this 
field must be faced and dealt with.

1. We Must Observe the Radical 
Distinction Between the Bible and 
Other Books 

For centuries this radical dis- 
tinction was recognized. Then came 
rationalism, naturalism, higher 
criticism and modernism, and that 
distinction was more and more 
blurred and sometimes obliterated 
entirely. Then men commenced to 
teach that the Bible was involved 
in the relativities of history and 
the frailties of its authors, and 
slowly but steadily its status‘as a 
sacred book was whittled away. It 
is possible in a liberal atmosphere 
to lose the sense of this radical 
distinction while still professing 
to believe it. The belief in the in- 
spiration and authority of the 
Word of God in intellectual circles 
is becoming nominal rather than 
vital. Men admit the finality of 
revelation while at thé same time 
they have lost the deep spiritual 
conviction which alone makes it 
final to the Christian heart. 


2. We Must Observe the Distinc- 
tion Between the Divine Author 
of the Bible and the Human 
Authors of Other Books 
The orthodox contention that 
the Bible is one book is based up- 
on the conviction that it has one 
author, the Holy Spirit, inspiring 
and guiding the various authors 
of the Bible. Without this unifying 
inspiration, no_ sixty-six books 
could possibly be a unity of truth. 
The scholar who approaches the 
Bible as sixty-six books will have 
a different approach and a differ- 
ent principle of interpretation than 
the scholar who holds that the 
Bible is an inspired and authori- 
tative unity. It is. obvious that if 
God is the ultimate author of the 
Bible, there is a profound and radi- 
cal distinction between the Author 
of the Bible and the authors of 
other books, demanding a different 
methodology. To fail to observe 
this distinction is fatal to divine 
revelation as set forth in the Bible. 


3. We Must Observe the Distinc- 

tion Between the Intellectual 

Methodologies of Liberal Scholar- 

ship, and the Spiritual and Intel- 

lectual Methodology Enjoined Up- 

on the Student by the Word of 
Tee God 

The scholarly orthodoxy which 
has. blessed the people of God had 
a methodology that started with 
the premise that the Bible is the 
very Word of God, that its secrets 
are yielded only to the humble, 
consecrated intellect, that it has 
rules of understanding and inter-. 
pretation peculiarly its own, and ~ 
it was given because the world 
by wisdom knew not God. This 
scholarship recognized no common 
ground between the believer and 
the unbeliever concerning’ the 
teachings of the Word of God, 
and acknowledged no debt to un- 
believing men. 

The scholarship of today seems 
to have tarried too long at the 
fountains of liberal theology; it 
has subordinated systematic theol- 
ogy to the philosophy of religion; 
it has been unduly influenced by 
a liberal methodology that begins 
with a false premise. It has fail- 
ed to keep in mind the radical

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must have it hidden away in your 
heart. “Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee’ (Ps. 119:11). 


After you have read the Bible, 
then you are ready to do business 
with God in prayer. ‘Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you” (Matt. 7:17). If 
you want to have a thrill, list your 
prayer requests in your devotional 
notebook, and when God answers, 
check them off your list. It is 
marvelous to see God answer 
prayer. 

“Follow that which is good’—~ 
Faith. As you read the Bible, you 
will find that your faith grows. 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God” 
(Rom. 10:17). 


As you read the Word of God 
and your faith increases, you will 
enjoy life. You will know for sure 
your sins are forgiven. “If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness”’ (I John 1:9). You can't en- 
joy life as long as you are worried 
about your sins. People in Amer- 
ica today are pouring thousands 
of dollars in the pockets of psy- 
chologists and _ psychiatrists to 
cure them of guilt complexes. Ac- 
tually, the place to settle a guilt 
complex is at the Cross of Christ. 
And you have! So remember when 
God forgives your sins, He forgets 
them. “As far as the east is 
from the west, so far hath he re- 
moved our transgressions from 
us” (Ps. 103:12) and “Thou wilt 
cast all their sins into the depth 
of the sea”. (Micah 7:19). A 
sense of complete forgiveness 
gives a fellow or girl a wonderful 
feeling, a new start in life.

for you the secret of victory over 
sin. I was with Gil Dodds in 
Madison Square Garden the night 
he broke Glen Cunningham's 
record and became holder of the 
world’s record for the mile run. 
We were in the dressing room and 
I picked up his track shoes. I 
had never had his track shoes in 
my hand before. I had to look 
again to see if I had them in my 
hand, they were so light. They 
weighed about as much as a few 
feathers do. 


Now, there isn’t one rule in the 
track book that says that. Gil 
Dodds couldn’t have gone out on 
the track that night in a heavy 
overcoat and overshoes. But if he 
had on an overcoat and overshoes, 
he would have been an “also ran” 
instead of a champion. Why did 
he wear a light pair of shoes? Be- 
cause he was laying aside every 
weight, and that is.what you, as a 
Christian, must do. “Wherefore 
seeing we also are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weifht, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us and let us run with 
patience the race that is set be- 
fore us” (Heb. 12:1). You have to 
lay aside that sin which does so 
easily upset you; the sins men- 
tioned in this book, such as the 
necking parties and other ques- 
tionable things. You can’t run a 
race with a weight and you can't 
live the Christian life if you are 
trying to hold onto sin. 


I read a story about Alexander 
the Great when he had just con- 
quered one nation and was ready 
to move into Persia. His armies 
were all bogged down and could 
not seem to move with any speed. 
He could not figure out what was 
the matter with his men so he 
called his generals together and 
said, ‘‘Let’s have an inspection and 
find out what’s wrong.” 


When they made the inspection 
they learned that in the last bat- 
tle, there had been a lot of loot, 
gold and silver, and the soldiers 
had filled their pouches with this 
gold and silver. 

There was nothing wrong with 
their taking this loot. But the 
trouble was that they were so 
weighed down with gold and silver 
they couldn’t march to victory. 
Alexander the Great immediately 
ordered every man to throw away 
his gold and silver. You can ima- 
gine how the soldiers griped but 
they obeyed. After they got rid 
of the weight, Alexander and his 
men conquered Persia. 


There are a lot of things in our 
lives, we call them questionable, 
and you can argue whether they 
are right or wrong, but if they 
are keeping us from living the 
highest possible Christian life, 
they are weights. 


I remember when Malcolm 
Chandler was converted in 1949 at 
the Word of Life rally in New 
York. He was a cadet at West 
Point. Malcolm Chandler’ was 
converted on a Saturday night. 
Sunday afternoon he got a Bible 
and started reading it, Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday. All that 
time he was witnessing for the 
Lord. He invited me up to West 
Point to speak to a group of ca- 
dets the following Sunday. After 
dinner he said to me, “Jack, 
what’s wrong with dancing?” 

“Mac, you’ve only been saved 
eight days. Don’t worry about 
dancing.” 

“But, Jack, I have to. I’ve been 
witnessing for Christ all week and 
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last night I went to the hop as I 
often do. While I was dancing 


with my best girl, a cadet, who 


says he’s an atheist, tapped me on 
the back and said, ‘Hey, Mac, your 
halo’s slipped!’ -..- gat eo 


I didn’t know what he was 
talking about so when the dance 
ended, I went over to him and 
said, ‘What do you mean, my ha- 
lo’s slipped?’ and he answered, 
‘Well, if you believe all the Bible 
stuff you’ve been giving us this 
week, you wouldn’t be here on the 
dance floor tonight.’ Now, Jack, 
how does that guy who says he 
doesn’t believe anything know how 
I’m supposed to live as a Chris- 
tian?” 

I answered, “Mac, that’s one 
thing. I never was able to figure 
out. It is strange that the un- 
converted people in the world set 
higher standards for us Christians 
than we dare set for ourselves. 
But we have to remember that the 
crowd is watching us; therefore, 
let us set aside our besetting sins.” 
As I answered him, I tell you— 
study your life. What are you 
doing that does not look right to 
your unsaved friends? What are 
you doing that might lead you in- 
to a greater sin? Whatever it is, 
stop doing it. God will give you 
something greater to take its place. 

“Follow that which is good’— 
Winning Others. The greatest 
privilege that a Christian can have 
is winning others to the blessed 
Lord. When you accept. this 
challenge you will find you can 
win others to Christ wherever you 
are, as did my friend, Glenn Wag- 
ner. Back in 1928, he was a con- 
temporary of the famous Red 
Grange on the University of IIli- 
nois football team. Glenn was a 
champ on the field and also of the 
fast and loose life. 


During Easter vacation he went 
home, and while there, he heard, 
about a football star who was 
preaching the Gospel in Peoria. 
That didn’t make sense to Glenn 
so he went to hear the man. The 
theater was so crowded he had to 
sit in the balcony. The speaker 
centered his message on the verse, 
“Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God” 
(John 3:3). 


When the invitation to receive 
Christ as Saviour was given, Glenn 
Wagner left his seat in the bal- 
cony, went forward and. gave his 
life to the Lord Jesus’ Christ. 
When he went back to the Univer- 
sity there was proof that he was a 
changed man. Instead of holding 
forth a bottle of gin, he held forth 
the Bible to his friends. And Glenn 
has gone on to take the Gospel 
into many of the far corners of the 
earth, winning many to the Sav- 
iour. 


If you want to witness to others 
about the Lord, I would like to 
suggest that first you give them 
your testimony. That is some- 
thing you Know about. Then talk 
about the resurrection. When- 
ever I speak to people about 
Christ, I put strong emphasis on 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
All other religious leaders’ are 
dead. The difference between Je- 
sus Christ and the rest of the 
human race is that He lived, He 
died and He lives again. 

Sure, your friends are going to 
kid you, calling you “reverend” or 
“deacon” or “holy Joe” or “sky pi- 
lot.” When’ they do, remember 
what the Lord said, “If ye were of 
the world, the world would love his 
own, but because ye are not of 
the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the 
world hateth you. Remember the 
word that I said unto you, The 
servant is not greater than his 
lord. If they have persecuted me, 
they will also persecute you; if 
they have kept my saying, they 
will keep yours also’ (John 15:19, 
20). 

Expect rebuff, but witness. Bob 
Zuppke, coach of the University 
of Illinois, used to say, “‘Now fel- 
lows, never mind so much about 
the defensive; you don’t win foot- 
ball games by being on the de- 
fense. The best defensive is a good 
offensive.” So let’s be out on the 
firing line for Christ. “They over- 
came him |Satan| by the blood 
of the Lamb, and by the word of 
their testimony; and they ‘loved 
not their lives unto the death’ 
(Rev. 12:11). 

The Lord never uses a fellow or 
a girl until he comes to the place 
of full surrender and is willing to 
say, “Lord, I am willing to die 
for you. I am willing to live for 
you.” Sometimes it is a lot easier 


to die-for Christ than to live for 
Him, You die in half a minute or 
so, but day by day you have to 
live a life of victory through Jesus 
Christ. 


“Follow that which is ‘good”— 


Service. One of the best ways to 


have victory over sin is to keep 
busy in the service of the Lord 


Jesus. You know when I was first, 


saved, in some respects my life 
was just lige it was before. I sold 
insurance by day and played in 
the band at night. But I wanted 
to be sincere and was not given 
to half-hearted convictions or 
lukewarm enthusiasm, I prayed 
about my playing in a band and 
just as I was going to sign a good 
contract, the Lord closed the door. 

That contract meant much to 
me, for with this more secure job, 
I had planned to marry my sweet- 
heart, Marge Smith. Her father 
was a prominent doctor and, at 
best, her family didn’t favor my 
courting her. The loss of the job 
hurt. But one day she phoned me 
and told me that she had received 
Christ as her Saviour. I told her 
that I, too, had been saved a few 
months before. It wasn’t long after 
this that we were married and 
have been living happily ever 
since. 


When we were first married, we 
had no real Christian. fellov-ship 
sO we organized a Bible. study 
group in our home and read large 
portions of the Word. We started 
out preaching in the open air 
throughout New York City, at 
jail services, missions, gospel halls, 
gospel tent meetings and radio. 

I chose as my life’s verse, ‘“‘Hold- 
ing forth the Word of life; that 
I may rejoice in the day of Christ, 
that I have not run in vain, neith- 
er laboured in vain” (Phil. 2:16). 


We organized a gospel team 
and held meetings in home-town 
churches. Our first attempt at @ 
local meeting was in a Lutheran 
church usually closed Sunday 
nights. Although they gave us the 
permission to use the church, we 
were warned that it wasn’t pos- 
sible to get people to attend 
church on Sunday night. The first 
meeting drew 200. Within three 
months the church was filled to 
its capacity of 635, and from 20 
to 60 gave their hearts to Christ 
each Sunday night. 


That’s the way to live a victor- 
ious life—keep busy. Fill your life 
with service for the Lord. If you 
can sing, join the youth choir, join 
the regular choir, take voice les- 
sons, learn to sing as soloist. If 
you can write, join the staff of 
the departmental paper, or the 
church paper, or the publicity com- 
mittee. If you can type, volunteer 
to type for a Christian organiza- 
tion. There is plenty of work to be 
done, Ask the Lord to fill your 
hands and He will fill them so 
you won’t have time to sin. 

“Follow that which is good’— 
The Right Mate. Probably God 
wants you to marry (unless He is 
calling you for a life of special 
service). If He does, He wants you 
to find the right mate. 

From the beginning of Scrip- 
ture to the end, God is against 
godly men marrying ungodly wo- 
men, and godly girls marrying 
ungodly men. Most of your life 
you have heard about Noah and 
the flood, but what was the cause 
of the sin that became so great 
that God destroyed every human 


being on earth but four men and| 


four women: Noah, his sons and 
their wives? It was the sin of 
the godly mating with the un- 
godly. 

“The sons of God saw _ the 
daughters of men that they were 
fair; and they took them wives 
of all which they chose” (Gen. 6: 
2). In the very next verse we read, 
“The Lord said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man.” That 
means He would not be patient 
forever. He could see what was 
coming. He had had enough and 
He purified the race by wiping 
out those whose “every imagina- 
tion of the thoughts of his heart 
was only evil continually” (Gen. 
6:5). 

Later in the Bible, when the 
Jews came back from captivity, 
settled in the promised land and 
took unto themselves strange 
wives, the Lord commanded, “Sep- 
arate yourselves from -the people 
of the land and from the strange 
wives” (Ezra 10:11). 

God knows that a mixed mar- 
riage, one between a believer and 
an unbeliever, drags down the be- 
liever and ruins the lives of the 
children. Recently I heard of the 


explained, 


account of a young man who was 
an alcoholic and the psychologists 
“The alcoholism was 
only a symptom. Michael had an 
idealistic, religious mother and an 
alcoholic, atheistie-father. Michael 
wavered between wanting to be 
like his father and wanting to be 
like mother.” 


The conflict in the child leads 
to ruined, wrecked lives. Believe 
me, if you are a child of God and 
marry a child of the devil, you 
will be sure to have trouble with 
your father-in-law. Scripture 
rightly warns, “Be ye not unequal- 
ly yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers; for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? And what communion hath 
light with darkness? And what 
concord hath Christ with Belial? 
Or what part hath he that be- 
lieveth with an infidel? And what 
agreement hath the temple of God 
with idols? for ‘ye are the temple 
of the living God: as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them: and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people” 
(II Cor. 6:14-16). Do ®We need any 
more reason than this promise to 
convince us to walk uprightly be- 
fore God? “Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh and spirit, per- 
fecting holiness in the fear of 
God” (II Cor. 7:1). : 

The agivice that I am passing on 
to you works. I know, for God 
has given me a lovely Christian 
wife and a happy Christian family.

23. You and Sex 


You can see the Bible has plenty 
to Say about sex. Sex is important. 
It is in every fibre of creation, 
It is part of the warp and woof 
of every life. It colors our thoughts 
our desires. Sex, in itself, is not 
sinful. It can be an expression of 
love, of beauty in our lives, or it 
can be an expression of the craven 
part of our nature and ruin our 
lives. 


All the Bible has to say against 
sex is that the abuse of sex is sin: 
Actually, God wants sex to have 
a place in your life. He planned 
for sex to be a part of your mar- 
riage, a relationship which God 
blessed from the beginning: ‘‘Male 
and female created he them. Be 
fruitful,” God said, ‘‘and multi- 
ply and replenish the earth .. .” 
(Gen. 1:27, 28). 

The New Testament states 
plainly, ‘Marriage is honourable 
in all, and the bed- undefiled” 
(Heb. 13:4).. But remember it. al- 
SO says, “Whoremongers and adul- 
terers God will judge” (Heb. 13: 
4). 

Treat sex according to God’s 
plan for it and it will enrich your 
life. God always wants the best 
for His children, that they be up- 
right, stalwart, resisting tempta- 
tion, living up to the highest.

distinction between regenerated 
believers in the field of scholar- 
ship and those who have never 
been born again. 


Forsyth protested against bibli- 
cal interpreters who apparently 
had never experienced the truths 
of the Christian faith in their own 
hearts and lives. We must observe 
the distinction between the meth- 
odology of the devout student of 
the Word of God and the intellec- 
tual methods of those who subject 
it critically to the test of their 
reason. The Bible must not be- 
come a mere source book in reli- 
gion but the final authority over 
all religion, all philosophy, all hu- 
man notions. Regardless of pro- 
fessions of orthodoxy, we feel that 
there is a nominal acceptance of 
biblical authority, while refusing 
to bow to it. 


4. We Must Observe the Distinc- 
tion Between the Qualifications 
for Understanding the Word 
of God as set forth in the 
Scriptures and the Quali- 
fications as Understood 
by Liberal Scholarship 


The word “scholar” today car- 
ries with it the meaning the aca- 
demic world gives to it, and there 
is little disposition even in evan- 
gelical circles to distinguish be- 
tween a scholar and a Bible schol- 
ar, to recognize that here are two 
distinct fields, two. distinct ap- 
proaches and two distinct meth- 
odologies. 

The Bible, properly interpreted, 
does not disparage the use of rea- 
son but encourages it. The Bible, 
however, does not give reason a 
priority over the spiritual under- 
standing of the Word of God. 
Properly understood reason can 
serve in a spiritual understanding 
of the Bible, but it must not com- 
pletely dominate the field. Many 
fear today that the old modernistic 
confidence in the competency of 
human reason is reappearing today 
in the new evangelicalism. 


II. Some Spiritual Qualifica- 
tions Necessary to the Under- 
standing of the Word 
of God 


“The eyes of your understand- 
ing being enlightened ... .”—Eph. 
L318. 

. That ye, being rooted and 
grounded m love, may be able to 
comprehend . .. *—Eph. 3:17, 18. 

“Open thou mine eyes, that I 
may behold wondrous things out 
of thy law.”’—Ps. 119:18. 


1. The Interpreter of the Word 
of God Must Be a New Creature 


“Ye must be born again” (John 
3:7). “The natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God 
e-. (I Cor. 2:14). Unless we ex- 
perience a renewing of the mind 
(Rom. 12:2) we cannot prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect will of God. Isaiah is em- 
phatic in saying that God’s 
thoughts are not our thoughts and 
God’s ways are not our ways (Isa. 
59:8, 9). This radical discontinuity 
between God’s thoughts and our 
thoughts can only be bridged by 
a divine revelation to one spirit- 
ually capable of receiving it. Men 
must be born again or they cannot 
understand the ways of God or in- 
terpret the thought of God. No 
amount of scholarship, no academ- 
ic prestige, no breadth of aca- 
demic phylacteries can substitute 
for the new birth. 

Men who have never been born 
again have found their way into 
the churches, into the ministry, in- 
to institutions of learning. They 
have become lecturers and writ- 
ers, and have attained academic 
eminence. Because of their intel- 
lectual attainments and promin- 
ence they are heard attentively on 
every subject, even those subjects 
they know little about. This is 
particularly. offensive when they 
enter the field of religious inter- 
pretation. Men who are not born 
again are not Bible scholars what- 
ever the academic attainments 
may be. Has it become offensive 
to inquire whether a “Bible schol- 
ar” has ever been born again? 
It seems so. 

The new birth produces an 
awakening of the mind to spiritual 
truth, a new way of looking at 
things, an ability to understand 
Some things not understood before, 
the ability to see truths to which 
they had been blind. Then the 
€yes of their understanding can 


-be enlightened. Then, being root- 
ed and. grounded in love, they are 
able to comprehend. The true in- 


| terpreter..of .God’s. Word. must. be 


a new creature in Christ. 


2. The Interpreter of the Word of 
God Must Be Living in Fellowship 
With God. 


It has been abundantly demon- 
strated in the lives of Christian 
people that when sin comes be- 
tween man and God, when dis- 
obedience to God breaks fellow- 
ship with God, dimness of spirit- 
ual vision results. When men build 
again the things they once de- 
stroyed; when men return to the 
sins they once abandoned; when 
men face the will of God in their 
lives and refuse to obey, they are 
no longer trustworthy interpreters 
of God, for they are in rebellion 
against Him. The interpreter of 
God must be a worshiper of God, 
a friend of God, and living in 
obedience to God. The scholar out 
of fellowship with God in his own 
life is hardly trustworthy as an 
interpreter of the Word of God. 


3. The Interpreter of the Word of 
God Must Experience in His Own 
Life the Truths He Expounds 


Secular scholars can study sub- 
jects of which they are not a part, 
to which they have no personal 
relationship, with a certain de- 
gree of objectivity. Students of 
the Word of God are the sinners 
of whom the Word speaks, they 
are guilty of things the Word con- 
demns, they are the objects of 
much exhortation. The much- 
praised scholarly objectivity can 
only be had by sacrificing that 
subjectivity essential to a deep 
understanding of the Word of 
God. The interpreter must himself 
have felt the sinfulness of sin, the 
remorse of conviction, the joy of 
forgiveness, and the peace of the 
surrendered life. The interpreter 
must not be a stranger to the ex- 
periences which he endeavors to 
interpret. The impartial objectiv- 
ity toward the Word of God much 
praised by scholars produces that 
sterile scholarship that warms no 
hearts, converts no souls, and re- 
vives no churches. The interpreter 
must be a primary authority on 
the matters which he interprets. 


4. The Interpreter of the Word of 
God Must in Himself Experience 
the Inner Cleansing of Life and 
Thought 

Paul recognizes this as a quali- 
fication for a teacher of ethics 
when he writes, ‘Thou therefore 
which teachest another, teachest 
thou not thyself?” (Rom. 2:21). 
The Psalmist goes still deeper: 


“Create in me a clean heart, O} 


God; 
within me... 
transgressors thy ways” 
10, 13). 

Many men who are not right 
with God urge men to get right 
with each other. Many who deny 
the fundamentals of the Christian 
faith try to teach Christian ethics. 
Men who have not been the sub- 
ject of that deep cleansing of the 
Spirit of God, can hardly teach 
men the way of godliness. The in- 
terpreter of Christian ethics must 
himself have experienced that 
deep searching of the Spirit of God 
which causes men to cry out, 
“Create in me a clean heart, O 
God; and renew a right spirit 
within me.”

5. The Interpreter of the Word of 
God Must Be Humble in the 
Presence of Divine Revelation 


Harry Emerson Fosdick contin- 
ually insists upon the intellectual 
superiority of the modernists (in- 
cluding himself, of course) and 
shows no humility in the 
presence of the Word of 
God. . He refers to. liberal 
scholarship as “unprejudiced 
research into the development 
of Christianity” (Adventurous Re- 
ligion, p. 260), a very optimistic 
view. He, with little modesty, says 
of an out-of-date modernism, “It 
takes up the cudgels for intelli- 
gence in religion’ (p. 262). He is 
fond of referring to himself and 
his friends as “We moderns.” 
Only “belated minds” he says, are 
bothered by the problem of ad- 
justment of Christianity to scien- 
tific thinking. He doesn’t know 
any intelligent man who believes 
in the Virgin Birth. He is sure 
that when the modernists disap- 


pear that all wisdom will go with 
them. Here is arrogant intellec- 
tualism at its worst. 


When Moses found himself on 
holy ground, ‘he took off his shoes. 
When Isaiah saw a vision of the 
holy God, he cried, ‘Woe is me.” 
All through the Bible there is rev- 
erence and humility in the pres- 
ence of God. The true interpreter 
of the Word of God must be hum- 
ble in the presence of revelation, 
for he is in the presence of 
wisdom beyond him, knowledge 
that almost transcends human 
thought, the depth of the rich- 
es of grace. When one reads 
the books of the — scholars, 
there is much boast of scholarship 
and traces of intellectual omni- 
science, but little humility. The in- 
terpreter of Holy Writ must be 
intellectually humble in the pres- 
ence of transcendent wisdom. 


III. Some Problems That 
Must Be Faced 


D. M. Baillie writes of “a pro- 
fessedly impartial criticism being 
controlled by certain theological 
prejudices” (God Was in Christ, 
p. 26). ; 


“We all know too well how dif- 
ficult it is to grasp or retain the 
substance of a book one finds anti- 
pathetic.”—C. S. Lewis. 


“The heart of man must be dis- 
engaged from its old embarrass- 
ments and distractions, redeemed 
from the bias of its passion and 
wilfulness, chastened into docility 
and meekness and humility, quick- 
ed, purified, exalted, before it can 
discern.”—T. G. Selbie. 

“If he cuts the portrait of Christ, 
his action is not warranted by any 
external evidence whatsoever, but 
is prompted by certain presupposi- 
tions existing in his own mind. 
These presuppositions may be 
whims, or they may be prejudices, 
or ‘they may be hypotheses, or 
they may be the product of his 
own mental constitution wrought 
upon by the spirit of the age.”— 
Charles E. Jefferson (Things Fun- 
damental, p, 161). 


1. The Problem of the Carnal 
Mind 


The carnal mind is that bias in 
us which does not want to do the 
will of God. ‘“‘There is something 
in us all,” said Principal Rainy, 
“which objects to God.” D. R. 
Davies (Secular Illusion or Chris- 
tian Realism, p. 42) says, ‘That 


there is a profound and perma- 
nent perversity at the roots of the 
human being is the fundamental, 
uncompromising assertion of 
Christianity about human nature.” 
Paul, writing to the Corinthians 
(I Cor. 3:1-3), says that their car- 
nal state hindered their apprehen- 
sion of spiritual truth, thus limit- 
ing his ministry to them. He also 
notes that the dominance of the 
carnal nature leads men to follow 
human leaders instead of Christ. 
No evaluation of biblical scholar- 
ship, evangelical or liberal, is 
sound unless it considers this bias 
against God, this deep perversity 
of will, this tendency of even evan- 
gelical Christians to fall under 
the dominance of the carnal mind, 
and that carnal worship of reli- 
gious heroes which grants heroes 
an immunity from the judgment 
of the Word of God. Scholars have 
carnal minds, too. This is a prob- 
lem to be faced and considered. 


2. The Problem of Intellectual 
Pride 


“ . . God resisteth the proud, 
but giveth grace unto the hum- 
ble” (Jas. 4:6). We are remind- 
ed of Shakespeare’s lines: “But 
man, proud man! Dress’d in a little 
brief authority, most ignorant of 
what he’s most assured, an angry 
ape, plays such fantastic tricks be- 
fore high heaven as make angels 
weep” (Measure for Measure). 
Man’s estimate of himself invari- 
ably exceeds God’s estimate of 
him. Man’s estimate of the com- 
peteney of his mind invariably ex- 
ceeds its actual competence. This 
is as true of scholars as laborers 
This pride of intellect invariably 
colors and sometimes warps the 
meaning of the Word of God. This 
egotism is very noticeable in the 
books of our day, making the be- 
liever wary lest human wisdom 
displace the Word of God. 


The egotism of the human mind 
is corrupting the Christian faith 
in our time. The sovereignty of 
God is interpreted so the sover- 
eignty of man is not limited. The 
love of God is interpreted to con- 
form to man’s ideas of love. The 
justice of God is interpreted ac- 
cording to man’s ideas of justice. 
Christian ethics is made to rest 
on the love of God instead of the 
holiness of God, which is more 
favorable to man. Even Christ 
Himself is remodelled by addition 
or subtraction to make Him more 
acceptable to contemporary man. 


The human mind aspires to be the 
judge of God’s truth and even God 
Himself, It is always re-interpret- 
ing the Word of God to make it 
more favorable to man. Pride of 
intellect is as blinding in the 
pursuit of truth as pride of virtue 
is deadly in the pursuit of right- 
eousness. 


3. The Problem of Self-Sufficiency 

Jesus said that His Father 
“didst hide these things from the 
wise and the understanding, and 
didst reveal them unto babes 
(Matt. 11:25, A.S.V.). We can say 
with truth that “it is hard for 
them that trust in intellectual 
riches to enter into the kingdom 
of God.” 


As far as we know not a single 
Jewish scholar was a disciple of 
Jesus. The scribes and Pharisees 
were so filled with the sufficiency 
of their wisdom and attainments 
that they could not accept the 
wisdom of God or the Son of God, 
Those who were lowly in heart 
and spirit received Jesus. The in- 
tellectuals passed Him by. They 
were so filled with their own 
ideas that God’s truth met with 
determined resistance. Intellec- 
tuals are often willing to use God 
if He supports their ideas, but they 
seldom submit their minds to the 
sovereignty of divine revelation. 
The self-sufficiency of human na- 
ture is sometimes almost impreg- 
nable. “Ephraim is joined to idols: 
let him alone” (Hosea 4:17). The 
babes often understand divine re- 
velation when the - intellectual 
giants are only bewildered. 


4. The Problem of the Dishonest 
Mind 


Paul spoke of those who handle 
“the word of God deceitfully” (II 
Cor. 4:2). This is not a defect of 
scholarship, but a defect of char- 
acter from which there is no pro- 
fessional immunity. This is the 
intellectual manifestation of a 
deep displeasure against God's 
thoughts and God’s ways. It can 
be in the heart of the scholar as 
well as a criminal, and no amount 
of training and no high sounding 
degrees will make an honest schol- 
ar out of a dishonest person, Per- 
versity against God influences the 
whole man, 


Men wrest the Word of God to 
their own destruction. Two wit- 
nesses, one liberal and one con- 


servative, warn against this. H. H,

Farmer (The World and God, 
pp. 190-195) says, “The result of 
‘tampering with truth’ is that the 
personality grows less and _ less 
capable of discerning what the 
will of God is, or even that there 
is a will of God at all... Insin- 
cerity swiftly becomes a_ habit, 
1 aebicaget creating fresh oppor- 
tunity and occasion for its exer- 
cise; until it ends by being almost 
a necessity, for the longer this 
way is persisted in, the more the 
monitions of God—if indeed they 
can break through the increasing 
dimness and insensitivity of the 
soul—lose their effectiveness.” We 
fear that many men in our own 
day have lost their clear cut con- 
ception of truth and are now 
wandering around in darkness. 


Denny (Thessalonians, pp. 335, 
336), speaking of those who re- 
ceive not the love of the truth and 
those who love the deceit of un- 
righteousness, says, “He believes 
the lie, just aS a good man be- 
lieves the truth; he becomes every 
day more hopelessly beclouded in 
error; and the end is that he is 


judged. The judgement is based 


not only upon his intellectual but 
upon his moral state.” 


A careful reading of religious 
books reveals that some men who 
profess to have the purest of 
scholarly motives have handled the 
Word of God deceitfully to sup- 
port their own opinions, to justify 
their own prejudices, and to ra- 
tionalize their. actual _ rebellion 
against God’s truth. All who have 
read extensively know this to be 
true, although courtesy prevents 
us from making. the charges 
specific. 

All this indicates that the un- 
surrendered heart produces dis- 
honest exegesis. Sinners operate 
in the field of biblical interpre- 
tation, as in every other human 
activity. Shakespeare reminds us 
that the Devil can quote Scripture 
for his purpose, and he has many 
scholarly disciples... Evangelical 
and liberal scholarship very cour- 
teously avoids discussing this dark 
question which would cast a sha- 
dow over their “learned col- 
leagues.” 


5. The Problem of the Prejudices 

Evil men corrupt the Word of 
God for their own ends; good men 
often corrupt the Word of God by 
their unyielding prejudices and 
determination to justify them by 
the Word of God. This danger is 
widely recognized, Donald Baillie, 
a liberal writer, cautions against 
“a professedly impartial criticism 
being controlled by certain theo- 
logical prejudices.” 

Sometimes these prejudices are 
intellectual, sometimes they are 
emotional. Men may dislike liber- 
als because they have suffered at 
their hands, rather than disliking 
the views they hold. Men may dis- 
like fundamentalists because fun- 
cdamentalists have offended them, 
not because they are in error. Ego- 
tistic men, filled with ambitions for 
leadership, may, like the disciples, 
e offended because men do not 
follow them. Prejudices, intellect- 
ual and emotional, are not pecul- 
iar to unlearned men, but are 
often shared by scholars and re-

ligious leaders. Prejudices are 
often irrational and given an im- 
munity from both reason and 
Scripture. Here is a real problem 
in scholarship—the irrational ef- 
fect on scholarship of prejudice. 

It is an illusion of some scholars 
that the human mind is capable of 
laying aside prejudices and pre- 
suppositions and can proceed by 
reason to study a question im- 
partially and objectivety. Actually 
it is a rare ability, if it exists af 
all. It is sure to break down when 
one’s own personality, character, 
and self-interest are _ involved. 
When Jeremiah said, ‘The heart is 
deceitful above all things,’ he was 
stating a pround psychological 
truth, as well as a moral condi- 
tion. 

Some men are self-centered in- 
stead of God-centered. Scholarship 
will not correct this, only trans- 
mit it. Some men are motivated 
by self-interest. Scholarship will 
not correct this, but serve it. Man 
is naturally subject to illusions 
as human history attests, illusions 
which seem real but eventually 
prove illusory in nature. Thou- 
sands of volumes indicate that 
scholars are not immune from this 
universal malady, for scholarship 
has made many illusions plausible. 
Few men can. discern their own 
illusions. 

The only possible defense is a 
mind and heart submitted to God, 
disciplined by the Spirit of God, 
and constantly corrected by the 
Word of God. Unless this is true, 
the scholar will be 4 transmitter 
of error instead of a corrector of 
error. The problem of the pre- 
judiced mind is not being faced 
resolutely by scholarship because 
it reflects upon the character or 
the intellectual standing of “learn- 
ed colleagues.” 


6. The Problem of the Unbelieving 
' Heart 


.. Lest there be... an evil 
heart of unbelief’ (Heb. 3:12). 
Jude reminds us of those who were 
destroyed because they believed 
not. Jesus said, “If ye believe not 
that I am he, ye shall die in your 
sins” (John 8:24). In the Scrip- 
tures unbelief is not the honest in- 
tellectual .problem that many 
evangelical scholars think it is, for 
many doubts proceed from an un- 
Surrendered heart instead of from 
a bewildered mind. There is a will 
to believe; there is also a will to 
disbelieve. Many evangelicals vain- 
ly imagine that they can come to 
an intellectual concensus’ with 
liberal scholars by an exchange of 
views and promoting understand- 
ing. We are not saying that the pro- 
motion of understanding is with- 
out value; we insist that the dif- 
ferences between liberals and 
evangelicals. lie deeper, in the 
realm of the spiritual and the 
moral. 

We seldom agree with Kierke- 
gaard, the Danish philosopher, but 
he saw the truth of this when he 
wrote, “People try to persuade us 
that the objections to Christianity 
spring from doubt. That is a 
complete misunderstanding. The 


objections against Christianity 
spring from insubordination, the 
dislike of obedience, rebellion 


against all authority. As a result 
people have been beating the air 
in their struggle against objec- 
tions, because they have fought in- 
tellectually against doubt instead 


.of fighting morally against rebel- 


lion.” Modern religious scholar- 
ship ignores this profound truth, 
and evangelical scholarship, while 
accepting the doctrine of the de- 
pravity of man, is reluctant to ap- 
ply it. A brilliant intellect can 
often rationalize the rebellions of 
the heart by subtly modifying the 
teachings of the Word ot God in 
its favor. The unbeheving heart 
is a problem in scholarship, even 
though it is bedecked with a de- 
gee in philosophy. 

We are convinced that the in- 
tellectualism of our day has be- 
come a problem instead of bless- 
ing because it is not keeping clear 
these vital distinctions, because it 
does not sufficiently consider the 
spiritual qualifications necessary 
for the proper interpretation of 
the Word of God, and because it 
does not face frankly the problems 
in human personality and charac- 
ter that must be faced in the in- 
terest of honest interpretation of 
the Scriptures.

| Be Assured of ... ? 


Bible condemns. I believe that if 
men will judge their sin before 
God; if they will come to God hon- 
estly desiring to be saved from 
their sin, repenting of their sin, 
and seeking deliverance from it, 
they will have no difficulty about 
believing the testimony that God 
has given. 

If you have any doubt as to who 
Jesus really is; 


If You Question His Deity, 


if you question His Messiahship, 
if you are saying, “If He is the 
Son of God, I would like to know 
it; if He is indeed more than a 
mere man, more than the best 
of teachers; if He is divine, super- 
human, if He is the Son of God 
become flesh, I would like to know 
it’”—if you honestly want to find 
out, then read the Gospel of John, 
because that was written “that 
ye might believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye might have life 
through his name.” 


You see what follows; after you 
believe and accept the revelation 
given here, after you believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God, then, as sure as night fol- 
lows day, so surely do you have 
eternal life. 


Let me read a passage from the 
epistle that establishes that. 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus 
is the Christ is born of God” (I 
John 5:1). The Gospel is not a 
system of laws to be obeyed, but 
it is good news to be believed; it 
is God’s good news about His 
blessed Son. He has sent that 
good news into the wor!d, and He 
calls on men to believe it; and the 
moment they do, they are born 
of God. The moment they believe 
it, they have eternal life. 


It follows that there are a great 
many people who do believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God, and yet they are not sure 
they have eternal life; they are 
not absolutely certain that they 
are born again. 


They Would Die for the Truth 


of the faet that Jesus is the Son 
of God, if we were living under 
such conditions that have  pre- 
vailed at many other times in the 
Christian centuries, when people 
were put to death if they did not 
deny the name of Jesus. There 
are many people in Christendom 
who would go to the stake rather 
than deny that Jesus is the Son 
of God; and yet they are utterly 
without assurance that their souls 
are saved. They hope they are 
saved; they hope they have eter- 
nal life; they hope to get to Heav- 
en eventually, but are not certain. 

John wrote the Gospel that peo- 
ple “might believe that Jesus. is 
the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing they might have 
life through his name.” He wrote 
his epistle for people who have 
already believed that Jesus is the 
Christ, but who do not have the 
assurance of salvation, and he 
says, “These things have I writ- 
ten unto you that believe.” He is 
not addressing people who are 
in difficulty about believing, but 
he says, “These things have I 
written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that 
ye might know that ye have eter- 
nal life.’ This makes it absolute- 
ly clear that it is the will of 
God that we who have believed in 
the Lord Jesus Christ should have 
positive assurance of our own Sal- 
vation. 


The Word and the Work 


Assurance comes through be- 
lieving the Word. I _am_ saved 
through the work that Jesus did; 
I have the assurance of my sal- 
vation through believing’ the 
Word. Go back to verse 9, “If we 
receive the witness of men, the 
witness of God is greater: for 
this is the witness of God which 
He hath witnessed concerning his 
Son.” Language could not be sim- 
pler than that. There is nothing 
abstruse, nothing cryptic, nothing 
hard to understand. You receive 
the witness of men concerning 
those things which you have no 
opportunity of testing for your- 
selves. If you have confidence in 
the men who bear testimony, you 
believe them. You believe them 
because you take it that these 
men are honest; that they are 
not trying. to deceive you. Very 
well, 


“The Witness of God Is Greater” 

God has borne testimony to a 
wonderful, a grand, a glorious fact, 
namely, that He has sent His only 
begotten Son into the world that 
you and I might live through 
Him; that He sent Him to be the 
propitiation for our sins. The 
greater part of the New Testa- 
ment is taken up with this wit- 
ness, with this testimony, with 
this record that God has given of 
Christ His Son, and He asks you 
to believe that record. 

If you believe the record of 
men in whom you have confidence, 
we would challenge you with the 
question, Do you have more~con- 
fidence in frail fallible human 
testimony than you have in God’s 
immutable, infallible, divine testi- 
mony? Is it easier for you to be- 
lieve that a neighbor is telling the 
truth than it is to believe that 
God is telling the truth? God has 
been at great pains to give you 
the record of His Son. He has 
taken up one man after another, 
laid hold of them by the Holy 
Spirit, empowered them to pre- 
sent the testimony. He has given 
us four wonderful records of the 
life, the death, and the resurrec- 
tion of His blessed Son. We read 
elsewhere, “The testimony of two 
men is true’; and again, “In the 
mouth of two or three witnesses 
shall every word be established,” 
but here

of the most reputable character, 
to the story of the birth, the life, 
the death, and the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Then you have the wonderful 


John 3, and I told the Lord I 
would believe His testimony. I 
read that “God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life,” and I remember 
saying to the Lord, ‘Now Lord, 
Thou hast said it, and I believe 
it; Thou hast said that whosoever 
believeth in the Lord Jesus Christ 
has everlasting life. I do believe 
in Him. I take Thee at Thy word, 
and thank Thee for giving me 
everlasting life.’ 

Then, I can remember as though 
it were yesterday, I stopped quiet- 
ly before God; I ceased praying 
and expected to have a sudden 
rush of feeling, a most intense 
emotional experience, but it did 
not come, so I said, “I think I 
must have been mistaken; I will 
have to go over it all again,” and 
then I read, “He that believeth on 
him is not condemned but he 
that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not be- 
lieved on the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God.” 

I saw that there were

belheveth not; I saw that there 
were two results, “he that be- 
lieveth in him is not condemned;

tianity through the world, the 
lives that were miraculously 
changed, as recorded in the book 
of Acts; and in the epistolary por- 
tions of the New Testament, we 
have letters from men who knew 
the saving power of the grace of 
God themselves, and bore definite 
witness to the wonders that grace 
had wrought. All this is given to 
you as God’s own testimony, and 
He says to you, “Now -treat Me 
and My testimony as fairly as you 
treat man and his testimony.” “If 
we receive the witness of men, the 
witness of God is greater, for this 
is the witness of God which He 
hath witnessed concerning His 
Son.” 

Then He adds, “He that believ- 
eth on the Son of God hath the 
witness in himself.” What does 
He mean by that? Does He mean 
that when I accept this divine 
testimony, I immediately have a 
remarkable emotional experience 
whereby I may know that I am a 
Christian; that I may know that 
I have passed from death unto 
life because of this emotional ex- 
perience which takes place within 
me? Not at all. Never once is the 
man who is seeking the assurance 
of salvation told to look within 
in order to obtain that assurance; 
never once is he thrown back up- 
on any emotional experience; nev- 
er once is he told to consider his 
feeling. 

How frequently when we pre- 
sent the Way of Life to people, 
and ask them if they will trust 
the Lord, they say, “Yes, I believe 
I can trust Him.” Then we ask, 
“Can you accept the record that 
God gives you eternal life?” And 
they look at you in a dazed way 
and say, 


“J Don’t Feel Very Different” 


Your feelings have nothing to 
do with it whatever. 

I can say to the glory of God 
that forty-two years ago, as just a 
lad, I knelt one night before God 
in my own little room in Los An- 
geles, confessed myself a sinner, 
turned to God’s holy Word, read 


the testimony God had giyen con- 
cerning His Son in Romans 3 and 


So I said, “Blessed Lord, I take 
Thee at Thy word, I am not con- 
demned. Thou hast said it, and I 
believe it,” and again I looked for 
some emotional experience and it 
did not come. But I said, “Never 
mind, I have God’s Word for it, 
and I believe it.” 


I thanked Him, rose from my 
knees, and took down a little sign 
I had over my bed. I had ‘been 
troubled for a long time about 
my soul, and somebody had given 
me a tract that read like this:

“TIF I DIE TONIGHT I WILL 
SPEND ETERNITY INH ....

NAME OF THE LORD JESUS 
CHRIST AS MY PERSONAL

A preacher had asked me if J 
would fill that out honestly, and 
I did; and hung it over the head 
of my bed. I had filled it in like 
this, “If I die tonight, I will spend 
Eternity in Hell because I have 
not believed in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ as my persona! 
Saviour.” I had signed my name, 
and put it over the head of my 
bed, but that night I went over 
to the bed and pulled that down, 
put it in the waste basket, and 
said, “Thank God, that is over, for 
God says, ‘He that believeth on 
him is not condemned.’ ”’ 


That was forty-two years ago. 
Let me tell you something more; 
in forty-two years, I have never 
felt saved; but for forty-two 
years I have felt happy to know 
that I am _ saved. I am not 
saved by my feeling, but I feel so 
good to know that I am saved, 
and I know it because God has 
said I am. Do you see the dif- 
ference? Suppose that night I had 
had a wonderful rush of feeling. 
I would have said, “My, I feel 
so good, I know now I am a Chris- 
tian.” Then, maybe, the next 
morning I might have gotten up 
with a dark-brown taste in my 
mouth and a headache, and I 
would have said, “I guess it is all 
a mistake, I feel so miserable I

Go back in memory with me to 
Egypt. God said to the Israelites, 
“Take a lamb, slay it, and pour 
the blood in a basin. Take a bunch 
of hyssop, dip it in the blood, and 
sprinkle the blood upon the lintel 
and. the doorposts of the houses 
wherein you shall eat the lamb, 
for tonight I am going through 
the land of Egypt visiting judg- 
ment upon the firstborn, but when 
I see the blood, I will pass over 
you.” What was it that secured 
the safety of the Israelites? They 
knew it was the blood on the 
lintel and the doorposts. What was 
it that gave them the assurance 
of their safety? It was the Word 
of the living God. 


Here is an Israelite and he slays 
the lamb, pours the blood in the 
basin. He has his family around 
him reverently watching as he 
carries out the divine regulations. 
Now he puts the hyssop in the 
blood and sprinkles it upon the 
lintel and the doorposts and then 
he says, “I want you all to go 
inside.” “But, father,” one might 
say, “is there nothing else to do?”’ 
“Nothing else. Jehovah has said, 
‘When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you. You go inside where 
you. are sheltered by the blood.” 
And in faith they enter the house; 
they take God at His word; they 
pass under the blood, and now the 
character of God stands between 
those people and the destroying 
angel. If God is true, the angel 
of wrath cannot reach them, be- 
cause God has said, “When I see 
the blood, I will pass over you.”

of praise, and the loudest and hap- 
piest singer of them all is the 
first-born son in the family. 


One might say to him, “Look 
here, Hezekiah, I can’t understand 
how a man in your position can 
sing the way you are doing to- 
night. I should think you would 
be thoughtful and worried until 
the midnight hour is safely over.” 


And Hezekiah would answer, 
“What are you talking about? I 
have a right to be happy, I am 
the subject of Jehovah’s special 
care. I am the first-born, and it 
was for me the lamb was killed, 
it was for me the blood was 
sprinkled, and Jehovah has said, 
“When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you.’ I have perfect assur- 
ance that all is well, for I am 
resting on Jehovah’s word.” 

“Oh,” you say, “do you think 
you are all right because you feel 
so happy?” 

“Not that at all,” he answers, 
“IT feel so happy to know F am 
all right.” That is God’s way! 

We receive the witness of man, 
but the witness of God is greater. 
This is the witness, that which 
God has testified concerning His 
Son, “He that believeth on the Son 
of God—he that accepts the testi- 
mony of this Book—hath the wit- 
ness in himself’; he has taken 
the Word into his own heart. That 
is why we read, “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.” The witness is not some 
emotional experience; it is not 
some happy feeling; it is the Word 
of God ministered to your soul in 
the power of the Holy Ghost. The 
Spirit of God brings it home to 
you, and you believe it, and pasa 
from death into life.

These are solemn words, God 
grant that every “honest doubter’” 
may realize the seriousness of 
them. “He that believeth not God 
hath made him a liar; because he 
believeth not the record that God 
gave of his Son.” 

You may say to me, “I am try- 
ing to believe.” Trying to believe 
whom? Suppose I tell you some- 
thing and you look at me and Say, 
“That is very interesting, and I 
am trying to believe it.”
